Sovereignty of ^Space Above 
Territory.

seventeenth centuries the jurists of 
the 
world 
poured 
fqrth 
learned 
treatises on the freedom of the tteas 
and in those days Englishmen were 
the great champions of the doctrine 
of mare liberum, while the Continental 
scholars upheld the notion of mare 
clausum. 
Today the Jurists of the world are 
busy witjb the ffihcusslon of the free­ 
dom of the air, aud the roles are 
refereed. 
English professors almose* 
unanimously maintain the doctrine of 
sovereignty over the air, space above 
the territory, while their colleagues 
abroad Insist that the state has do 
dominion. 
The need for the assertion of state 
sovereignty is implicitly recognized in 
our aerial navigation 
act of 
1911. 
which empowers the government to 
interdict flying over any area when it 
chooses. 
At the same time the principal of 
state sovereignty does not interfere 
with the right of innocent passage 
through the air which the comity and 
intercourse of nations require. 
Subject only to precautions neces­ 
sary for the safety of the subjacent 
population and public security liberty 
to fly over the land will doubtless be 
accorded by the state to foreigners 
as well as nationals. 
The position will be similar to that 
taken up in regard to territorial wa­ 
ters, says the Law Journal, through 
which there is a right of innocent pas­ 
sage to all vessels, though they are 
subject to the dominion of the neigh­ 
boring state. 
In fact, the air Juridically resembles 
not the open ocean, but the marginal

with which the baby should always 
be surrounded.

Rule them 
by other methods than fear. 
I knew 
of one child who wan frightened by 
ghost tales and his mental condition 
became such that for three years he 
was a victim of terrors at night and 
would awaken In the darkness crying 
from fear. 
Such methods of enforcing 
discipline cannot be too harshly con­ 
demned, for they frequently result In 
pernicious nervous disorders. 
’’Teach the children happiness and 
truthfulness and develop their Imag­ 
inations along wholesome lines. The 
story of Santa Claus and the fairy 
tales of the nursery encourage their 
imaginations, and a wholesome imag­ 
ination in the child la the foundation 
for wholesome Ideas In the man."
